REMARKS. 

The  care  qf  our  almshouse  the  past  year  has  been  again 
intrusted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin  Trask,  who  we  believe, 
have  performed  their  duty  faithfully.  The  total  number  of 
inmates  has  been  six,  three  have  died  leaving  the  present 
number  three.  The  Thomas  Dinsmore  "Norton  Cemetery 
Fund"  has  been  received  by  the  town  and  a  small  per  cent, 
expended,  the  remainder  placed  on  interest. 

Our  State  road  work  is  a  continuation  of  our  last  year's 
work,  viz.,  one  hundred  rods  on  the  north  part  of  the  Pond 
Road,  (so-called),  opened,  tilled  with  stone  and  covered, 
and  thirty  rods  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  town  gravel- 
ed ;  the  whole  work  has  been  inspected  and  accepted  by  the 
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County  Commissioners.  We  have  succeeded  in  finding  a 
sale  for  two  of  our  old  school  houses,  out  of  the  three  we 
were  instructed  to  sell,  a  third  however,  may  if  your  in- 
structions are  followed — cause  litigation.  We  close  our  re- 
port by  thanking  our  townspeople  for  their  support  the  past 
year,  and  any  knowledge  that  we  can  impart  to  our  succes- 
sors in  office,  will  be  cheerfully  given.

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Free  High  School  Repo* t. 

At  our  last  annual  town  meeting,  March  14,  1904,  our 
town  appropriated  for  the  support  of  two  free  high  schools, 
the  sum  of  $250,  and  also  instructed  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  that  one  of  these  schools  be  established  at 
the  Erskine  Academy. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee,  March  16,  it  was  "voted  that  the  free  high 
school,  for  the  North  end  of  the  town,  be  located  at  China 
village,  and  that  the  sum  of  $250  be  expended  in  this  school, 
and  that  the  other  free  high  school  be  located  at  the  Erskine 
Academy,  provided  that  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  trustees  of  that  school  and  the  Superintend- 
ing School  Committee  of  this  town."  As  at  that  time  the 
town  was  paying  for  tuition  in  secondary  schools,  so-called, 
for  seven  scholars,  five  in  Coburn  Classical  Institute,  and 
two  in  Oak  Grove  Seminary,  this  tuition  amounting  to  about 
$70  per  term  to  the  town,  it  was  decided  to  start  the  free 
high  school  at  the  village  as  soon  as  possible,  before  the 
spring  terms  should  begin  in  the  institute  and  seminary,  in 
order  to  stop  the  paying  of  these  tuition  bills  by  the  town 
in  those  institutions,  and  the  Superintendent  was  authorized 
by  the  Committee  to  commence  the  village  school  as  soon 
as  he  could  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Committee  March  21, 
the  school  board  voted  to  adopt  for  the  Free  High  schools 
of  this  town,  the  two,  four  to  six  years  graded  high  school 
courses  of  study,  consisting  of  an  English  Scientific  and 
College  Preparatory  courses  as  presented  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  schools.  The  courses  of  Coburn  Classical  Institute, 
formed  the  basis  of  these  two  courses,  a  few  changes  being 
made  necessary  to  adapt  them  to  our  circumstances,  being 
substantially  the  same  as  those  recommended  by  the  State 
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Superintendent  of  Schools.  At  this  adjourned  meeting,  it 
was  decided  best  to  wait  till  the  commencement  of  the  fall 
term,  before  starting  the  free  high  school  courses  at  Erskine 
Academy,  as  the  Committee  must  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements with  trustees  of  that  school  before  the  school 
could  commence.  In  accordance  with  these  instructions 
from  the  Committee,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  engag- 
ed Mr.  Joseph  W.  Leigh  ton  of  Colby  College  for  teacher  of 
the  village  school,  and  this  school  commenced  March  23. 
April  1,  the  pupils  were  given  by  the  superintendent,  as 
impowered  by  the  Committee  and  as  required  by  law,  final 
examinations  in  all  the  common  school  studies  before  being- 
entitled  to  enter  a  secondary  school  of  standard  grade.  At 
this  examination  about  22  scholars  presented  themselves  for 
examination,  and  of  this  number  8  passed  the  examination 
and  11  were  conditioned,  or  allowed  to  enter  on  the  courses, 
but  required  to  post  up  on  the  branches  in  which  they  failed 
and  be  re-examined  at  the  next  examination.  Sixteen 
pupils  entered  the  College  Preparatory  and  three  the  Eng- 
lish Scientific  Courses. 

This  was  a  very  successful  term  of  school,  and,  at  its 
close,  Mr.  Leisrhton  was  ensued  for  the  next  hh>h  school 
term,  as  well  as  to  teach  the  grammar  grade  of  town  school 
for  the  year  in  this  village.  Aug.  20,  the  Committee  met 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  trustees  of 
Erskine  Academy,  and  it  was  "voted  to  give  the  trustees  of 
Erskine  Academy  $125,  one-half  of  the  total  sum  appropri- 
ated by  the  town  for  the  support  of  free  high  schools  for  the 
ensuing  year,  provided  that  said  institution  give  free  tuition 
for  either  20  or  30  weeks  per  year,  as  the  trustees  of  said 
institution  may  vote,  to  such  pupils  who  are  suitably  quali- 
fied to  enter  said  school ;  said  Erskine  School  to  adopt  our 
two  graded  courses  of  study,  and  to  be  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  the  school  officers  of  the  town  of  China."  Sub- 
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sequently  the  superintendent  was  informed  by  the  sub-prin- 
cipal of  the  school  that  the  trustees  had  accepted  of  our  offer 
and  would  give  us  30  weeks  of  schooling  per  year. 

The  fall  term  of  this  school  commenced  Sept.  6,  and 
Sept.  16,  the  superintendent  gave  the  pupils  of  this  school 
the  same  examination  as  was  given  the  village  school ;  3 
passed  and  10  were  conditioned.  Two  entered  the  College 
Preparatory  and  ten  the  English  Scientific  Courses.  The 
winter  term  of  this  began  Nov.  29,  and  the  spring  term 
Jan.  24,  and  is  now  in  session,  closing  in  May. 

Your  superintendent  has  visited  and  inspected  each 
term  of  this  school  as  required  by  law,  and  is  satisfied  that 
our  money  has  been  well  expended  in  this  school.  Certifi- 
cates have  been  given  to  all  the  pupils  who  successfully  pass- 
ed the  high  school  examinations.  The  first  year  the  school 
board  seemed  to  be  under  the  absolute  necessity  of  condi- 
tioning scholars  in  order  to  start  our  high  schools,  as  only 
11  pupils  in  town  passed  satisfactory  final  examinations  en- 
titling them  to  enter  high  schools  of  standard  grade.  After 
this  first  year,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  condition  any  of 
our  scholars,  should  our  high  schools  continue,  but  that  all  pu- 
pils who  pass  be  given  a  certificate  and  allowed  to  enter  one 
of  our  high  schools.  We  earnestly  recommend  to  our  town 
the  continuance  of  these  high  schools,  as  it  has  a  great  in- 
fluence on  our  town  schools,  stimulating  our  scholars  to  fit 
for  the  high  school,  and  thus  giving  the  poor  scholar  an 
equal  chance  with  the  rich  ones.  As  a  matter  of  economy 
to  our  town  we  would  also  recommend  the  continuance  of 
these  high  schools,  as  we  now  have  18  pupils  who  have  re- 
caived  their  final  examination  certificate  and  are  allowed  to 
enter  secondary  schools  somewhere  in  the  State,  and  their 
tuition  bills  of  $30  per  year,  the  amount  allowed  by  law, 
would  amount  to  $440. 

The  school  board  found  it  impossible  to  have  the  next 
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term  of  the  village  high  school  commence  until  after  the 
close  of  the  winter  term  of  town  school  at  the  village,  and 
on  Jan.  24,  this  second  term  commenced  and  is  now  in  ses- 
sion and  will  not  close  till  the  very  last  of  April.

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By  a  vote  of  the  Committee  the  school  year  was  divid- 
ed into  three  terms;  the  spring  or  summer  term,  commenc- 
ing the  third  Monday  of  April,  and  continuing  nine  weeks, 
the  fall  term  commencing  the  first  Monday  of  September 
and  continuing  ten  weeks,  and  the  winter  term  commencing 
the  fourth  Monday  of  November  and  continuing  according 
to  the  unexpended  balance  of  school  money.  Your  superin- 
tendent has  conformed  as  strictly  as  possible  to  this  vote  in 
running  the  schools  during  the  past  year.  As  the  lower 
room  in  the  school  building  at  the  village  was  occupied  by 
the  free  high  school  for  ten  weeks  during  the  spring,  the 
school  board  was  obliged  to  discontinue  the  primary  school 
during  the  spring  term  and  send  its  scholars  into  the  gram- 
mar grade,  which  made  that  school  unusually  large,  but  it 
could  not  be  avoided.  As  usual  the  school  house  in  the 
Clark  district  was  in  such  a  poor  and  delapidated  condition 
that  it  was  unfit  for  a  winter  term,  and  accordingly  the  sum- 
mer term  was  lengthened  to  eleven  weeks  and  the  fall  term 
to  fourteen  weeks.  We  have  been  able  to  run  our  schools 
twenty-five  weeks  during  the  present  school  year  in  all  our 
schools.  In  five  of  our  schools  the  same  teacher  has  been 
continued  in  the  same  school  during  the  entire  school  year, 
and  this  number  would  have  been  still  greater  had  it  not 
been  for  unavoidable  circumstances. 

Our  transportation  bill  is  unusually  large,  but,  under 
the  circumstances,  it  could  not  be  reduced.  Covered  vehi- 
cles were  ordered  by  vote  of  the  Committee  in  all  the  per- 
manent transportation  teams  of  the  town.  This  appears  to 
us  a  wise  measure,  but,  with  the  extra  transportation  found 
necessary  by  two  schools  having  been  legally  discontinued, 
it  has  raised  our  transportation  bill  far  above  the  usual 
amount. 

For  the  past  year  the  schools  of  our  town  have  been 
unusually  successful. 
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Again,  fellow  citizens,  accept  my  thanks  for  the  many 
courtesies  extended  to  me  as  a  school  officer  during  the  past 
year.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1905. 

The  Superintending  School  Committee  submit  their  an- 
nual report  of  the  past  year,  and  a  financial  statement  of 
the  same. 

The  amount  of  school  money  received  and  expended 
is  found  in  the  Superintendent's  report.  We  have  had 
twenty-five  weeks  of  school  during  the  entire  school  year. 

This  year's  bill  for  text-books  has  been  about  $225. 

We  have  expended  the  appropriation  for  repairs  in 
school  building  on  the  Plains,  so-called.  Everyone  knows 
it  was  much  needed  to  make  it  suitable  for  the  winter  term. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  town  should  either 
repair  or  build  a  new,  comfortable  school  building  in  the 
Clark  district,  so-called,  to  accommodate  the  scholars  in 
districts  number  15  and  16.  It  surely  is  not  suitable  for 
another  winter  term. 

The  transportation  bill  has  been  a  large  one  for  us,  but 
it  cannot  be  avoided  on  account  of  so  many  small  children. 

Your  Superintendent  has  made  a  report  of  the  two 
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Free  High  schools  in  town. 

The  Committee  recommend: 
1st.    That  $1.20  per  inhabitant  be  appropriated  for  support 

of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 
2nd.  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  text-books,  and  $50 

for  supplies. 

3rd.  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  general  repairs  of  school 
houses  ;  more  painting  should  be  done  the  coming 
year. 

4th.    That  $25  be  appropriated  for  writing  books.

REMARKS. 

The  care  of  our  Almshouse  the  past  year  has  been  en- 
trusted to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilbur  H.  Taylor,  who  have  per- 
formed their  duty  to  our  entire  satisfaction.  Believing  it 
better  to  consume  our  hay  on  the  farm,  we  have  purchased 
four  steers,  expecting  to  realize  some  gain  by  them,  also 
h  >ping  somewhat  to  increase  the  fertility  of  the  farm.  The 
present  number  of  inmates  are  four  among  whom  consider- 
able sickness  has  prevailed  the  past  year,  it  having  been 
necessary  to  have  two  surgical  operations  performed.  Some 
minor  improvements  have  been  made  inside  the  house,  viz., 
one  room  replastered,  floors  relaid  in  two,  the  pantry  re- 
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modeled  and  a  new  iron  sink  installed. 

Our  "State  Road"  work  has  been  a  continuation  o£ 
previous  year's  work,  opening  filling  with  stone,  recovering 
and  building  substantial  stone  culverts,  fifty-five  rods  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town  and  eighty  rods  in  the  south  part  of 
town  have  been  thus  improved,  the  same  has  been  accepted 
and  our  remittance  from  the  State  for  past  payment  of  same 
received.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Collector,  (to 
whom  much  credit  is  due)  every  order  has  been  paid  (save 
one  for  two  dollars)  which  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain. 
Thanking  our  townspeople  for  their  loyal  support  the  past 
year  we  close  this  our  Annual  Report.

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 
At  our  last  annual  town  meeting,  our  town  appropri- 
ated for  the  support  of  our  two  free  high  schools,  the  sum 
of  $250;  and  these  schools  were  located  the  same  as  during 
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the  year  of  1904-05,  one  school  being  located  at  China 
village  and  the  other,  for  the  south  part  of  the  town,  at  the 
Erskine  Academy.  By  reason  of  the  school  building  at 
China  village  being  occupied  for  common  school  purposes, 
it  was  found  impossible  to  commence  the  village  high  school 
before  Nov.  27th.  At  the  commencement  of  the  winter 
term  of  this  high  school  (Nov.  27th),  seven  scholars,  in 
addition  to  those  entering  the  year  before,  successfully 
passed  their  entrance  examination  and  were  given  their 
entrance  certificates. 

During  this  term  seven  pursued  the  College  Preparatory 
Course  and  nine  the  English  Scientific.  This  first,  or  win- 
ter term,  continued  ten  weeks  and  closed  Feb.  2nd,  1906. 

This  was  a  very  successful  term  of  school  and  was  un- 
der the  charge  of  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Leighton,  late  of  Colby 
College,  the  same  teacher  who  successfully  taught  this 
school  the  year  before.  The  spring  term  of  this  school  will 
commence  Feb.  20th  and  continue  ten  weeks. 

The  fall  term  of  Erskine  Academy  commenced  Sept. 
12th,  and  continued  ten  weeks  closing  Nov.  17th.  At  the 
entrance  examination  of  this  school,  thirteen  successfully 
passed  the  examination  and  were  given  their  entrance  certi- 
ficates. The  winter  term  of  this  school  commenced  Dec.  5th, 
and  continued  ten  weeks.  The  next  term  of  this  school, 
the  spring  term,  will  commence  Feb.  27,  1906.  All  the 
students  entering  this  school  selected  and  pursued  the  En- 
lish  Scientific  Course.  This  school  has  fully  sustained,  we 
think,  its  previous  reputation  as  an  institution  for  second- 
ary instiuction.  For  these  two  free  high  schools  #250  of 
town  money  has  been  expended,  another  $250  having  been 
received  from  the  state,  making  the  total  amount  received 
by  these  two  schools  $500  of  which  an  equal  amount  of  $250 
has  been  expended  in  each  school. 
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These  schools  have  been  visited  and  inspected  by  your 
superintendent  as  required  by  law.  We  earnestly  recom- 
mend the  continuance  of  these  high  schools  as  the  settled 
policy  of  the  town,  both  as  a  matter  of  economy  to  our  town, 
and,  from  the  great  benefit  and  influence  to  be  received  by 
our  common  town  schools,  by  so  doing,  as  we  notice  that  it 
stimulates  our  schoolars  to  fit  for  the  high  school,  thus  , 
practically  grading  our  schools,  and  giving  the  poorer  scholar 
an  equal  chance  with  the  well  to  do  one. 

TOWN  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

As  the  town  at  its  last  annual  March  meeting  failed  to 
appropriate  the  usual  amount  of  money  for  common  schools, 
the  Superintending  School  Committee  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing, March  22nd,  found  it  nessary  to  divided  the  school 
year  into  only  two  terms,  instead  of  three  which  had  been 
the  usual  custom.

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By  a  vote  of  the  Committee  the  Superintendent  was 
authorized  to  run  the  spring  terms  ten  weeks,  closing-  June 
30th.  Upon  figuring  up,  after  the  close  of  the  spring 
terms  it  was  found  that  we  had  sufficient  school  money  to 
run  the  fall  terms  only  eleven  weeks,  thus  making  only 
twent}M)ne  weeks  for  the  entire  school  year.  By  the  re- 
quest of  the  school  board  of  Palermo,  thirteen  scholars  from 
Palermo  were  schoole.l  at  Branch  Mills  during  the  eleven 
weeks  of  the  fall  term,  this  number  of  scholars,  with  the 
three  Palermo  scholars  attending  the  Deer  Hill  school  for 
the  entire  school  year,  has  increased,  as  you  will  see  by  our 
financial  report,  the  amount  of  our  school  resources  $62.70, 
thus  giving  us  a  larger  unexpended  balance  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  than  we  figured  upon  at  the  time  we  figured  up 
the  unexpended  balance  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term. 
We  could  have  safely  run  our  schools  one  week  longer,  had 
we  but  known  at  that  time  that  we  should  have  reeeived 
this  school  money  from  the  town  of  Palermo. 

In  eight  of  our  schools  the  same  teacher  has  been  con- 
tinued in  the  same  school  during  the  entire  school  year. 

Our  transportation  bills  are  altogether  too  large,  being 
more  than  one-fourth  of  onr  entire  school  funds;  but,  under 
the  present  school  law,  how  can  this  be  remedied? 

The  school  in  the  Clark  district,  so  called,  has  failed  to 
maintain  an  average  attendance  for  the  past  school  year  of 
eight  pupils,  and  is  therefore  suspended  under  the  present 
school  law.  For  the  past  year  the  schools  of  the  town,  on 
the  whole,  have  been  very  successful. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  would  earnestly  recommend  that  our  town  appro- 
priate a  larger  yearly  sum  for  the  repair  of  our  school 
buildings.    Our  last  year's  appropriation  of  150  for  the 
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repair  of  schoolhouses  is  only  $5  per  house  barely  enough 
to  keap  them  well  cleansed.  Your  Committee,  as  you  will 
see  by  our  financial  report,  have  been  obliged  considerably 
to  over  run  this  small  appropriation. 

New  seats  are  needed-for  the  Hanson  schoolhouse  and 
a  few  more  for  the  primary  school  room  at  the  village. 
During  the  past  school  year  dry  goods  boxes  were  obliged  to 
be  used  as  a  substitute  for  seats  in  this  primary  school. 
Nearly  all  our  schools  need  better  blackboards  and  a  few 
dollars  expended  yearly  for  this  purpose  would  greatly  im- 
prove our  schools. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  of  a  change  in  some  of  our 
text  books,  especially  in  geographies  and  grammars, 
Mental  arithmetic  should  be  re-introduced  and  regularly 
taught  in  all  our  schools.  When  and  by  whom  it  was 
abolished  from  our  schools  I  do  not  know. 

Please  again  accept  my  thanks  for  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  shown  me  the  past  year  as  a  school  officer  of  the 
town  of  China.

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

The  Superintending  School  Committee  at  a  special 
meeting  held  August  18,  voted  to  divide  the  amount  ap- 
propriated by  the  town  tor  the  support  of  free  high  schools 
in  the  same  manner  as  during  the  two  preceding  years,  viz: 
one-half  of  the  appropriation  to  "he  expended  in  the  Erskine 
Academy  and  the  other  halt  to  be  used  for  a  lree  high 
school  at  China  village,  thus  making  with  the  money  given 
by  the  state  $250  for  each  school.  The  Erskine  Academy 
has  had,  as  usjal,  three  terms  of  school  during  the  past  year, 
a  winter,  spring  and  fall  term. 

This  school  has  been  under  nearly  the  same  board  of 
instruction  as  during  the  last  year,  the  acting  principal 
being  Mr.  Guy  Hall,  with  his  wife,  Mrs.  Edith  Hall,  in- 
staed  of  Miss  Irish  of  last  year,  as  assistant. 

All  the  scholars  in  this  school  have  pursued  the  Eng- 
lish Scientific  course,  as  adopted  by  our  school  board  March 
21,  1904.    This  school  has  fully  sustained,   we  think,  its 
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previous  reputation  as  an  institution  for  secondary  instruc- 
tion. 

In  the  village  free  high  school  the  winter  and  spring- 
terms  of  1906  were  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Joseph  W- 
Leighton  of  Colby  College.  Mr.  Leighton  fully  sustained, 
during  these  two  terms,  his  previous  reputation  as  a  teacher. 
For  the  fall  term  of  1906  Mr.  Leighton  having  accepted  a 
more  lucrative  -ituation  as  a  teacher  at  Bar  Harbor,  we 
were  obliged  to  secure  a  new  teacher  for  the  present  winter 
term  of  this  school.  For  this  term  Mr.  Lean  S.  Gilpatrick 
also  of  Colby  College,  was  employed.  As  an  instructor  Mr. 
Gilpatrick  has  endeavored,  we  think,  faithfully  and  con- 
scientiously to  discharge  his  duties. 

In  this  school  nine  scholars  have  pursued  the  College 
Preparatory  and  eleven  the  English  Scientific  Course.. 
During  the  past  year  fourteen  scholars  have  boen  examined 
for  admission  to  those  free  high  schools,  of  which  number 
five  have  passed  the  examination  and  nine  have  been  con- 
ditioned in  some  of  their  studies.  We  cannot  impress  too 
strongly  upon  the  minds  of  parents  as  well  as  pupils  the 
necessity  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common  school 
branches  before  seeking  admission  to  the  high  school;  for 
unless  pupils  have  a  thorough  and  accurate  knowledge  of 
the  fundamental  and  primary  branches  as  taught  in  our 
common  schools,  they  cannot  successfully  enter  upon  a  higk 
school  course,  and  their  educational  superstructure  is- 
founded  upon  the  sand.

As  the  town  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  March  last; 
again  failed  to  appropriate  the  usual  amount  of  money  for 
common  schools,  the  Superintending  School  Committee  at 
their  annual  meeting,  March  14,  found  it  necessary  again  to 
divide  the  school  year  into  but  two  terms,  instead  of  the 
three  which  had  been  the  usual  custom;  and  the  Superin- 
tendent was  authorized  to  run  the  spring  terms  ten  weeks  ^ 
and  the  fall  terms,  in  length,  according  to  the  balance  of 
unexpended  school  money  left  after  tbe  close  of  the  spring 
terms.  Upon  figuring  up,  after  receiving  the  amount  of  the 
State  school  fund,  it  was  found  that  we  had  sufficient  school 
money  left  to  run  the  fall  terms  twelve  weeks,  thus  making 
the  school  year  to  consist  of  only  twenty-two  weeks. 

As  the  law  had  closed  the  school  in  the  Clark  district , 
we  found,  after  engaging  transportation  to  the  South  China 
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school  for  the  two  districts  which  had  composed  that  district, 
that  we  had  saved  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  more 
than  enough  school  money  to  lengthen  every  school  in  town 
one  week. 

In  five  of  our  schools  the  same  teache:  s  have  been  con- 
tinued during  the  entire  school  year.  By  an  inspection  of 
the  school  register,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  school  in  the 
Hanson  district  has  failed  to  maintain  an  average  attendance 
for  the  past  school  year  of  eight  pupils,  and  is,  therefore, 
suspended  under  the  present  school  law,  unless  the  Superin- 
tending School  Committee  should  recommend  in  writing  its 
continuance  and  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting  should  vote 
to  continue  the  school.  It  seems  a  shame  that  after  ex- 
pending as  much  money  as  the  town  has  in  building  a  new 
school  building  and  only  last  year  putting  new  seats  into  the 
house,  that  the  school  should  be  discontinued.  Perhaps 
under  the  circumstances  it  would  be  advisable  to  continue 
the  school  for  a  year  or  two  at  least. 

During  the  past  jear  mental  arithmetic  has  been  re- 
introduced into  our  schools. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  would  offer  the  following  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  our  schools: 

1st.  An  increase  in  the  average  attendance  in  our 
schools.  Notwithstanding  the  average  attendance  in  our 
schools  has  been  very  good,  a  little  over  eighty-two  per  cent, 
of  the  total  enrollment,  yet  it  is  not  as  large  as  it  should  be. 
Parents  see  to  it  that  your  children  attend  school  regularly. 

2nd.  The  greatest  need  of  our  schools  is  more  money. 
We  cannot  have  good  schools  without  good  teachers  com- 
mand good  wages.  By  the  present  school  law  we  are 
obliged  to  run  our  schools  twenty  weeks  each  year,  so  if  we 
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have  a  small  town  appropriation  we  must  adapt  ourselves  to 
the  circumstances  or  lose  the  State  school  fund:  So  parents 
you  see  the  fault  is  primarily  with  yourselves.  Give  us 
more  money,  so  that  we  can  have  better  teachers  and  longer 
schools. 

Toward  this  object,  we  would  recommend  either  that 
the  town  make  a  special  appropriation  for  transportation  of 
pupils  or  that  the  town  raise  at  least  the  sum  of  12000  for 
the  support  of  our  schools. 

3rd.    We  need  better  blackboards  for  our  schools. 
4th.    A  change  in  some  of  our  text  books,  especially 
geography  and  grammar,  is  necessary. 

Again,  fellow  citizens,  accept  my  thanks  for  the  many 
courtesies  extended  to  me  as  a  school  officer,  during  the 
year  past.

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FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee  held  at  the  town  office  Aug.  24,  the  Committee 
voted  to  divide  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  for  the 
support  of  Free  High  schools  in  the  same  manner  as  during 
the  three  preceding  years,  viz:  one-half  of  the  appropriation 
to  be  expended  in  the  Erskine  Academy  and  the  other  half 
to  be  used  for  a  Free  High  school  at  China  village,  thus 
making  with  the  money  given  by  the  State  $250  for  each 
school.  The  Erskine  Academy  has  had  as  usual,  three 
terms  of  school  during  the  past  year,  a  winter,  spring  and 
fall  term.  The  spring  term  of  this  school  was  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Guy  Hall,  as  acting  principal,  with  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Edith  Hall,  as  assistant.  For  the  fall  term  the 
trustees  of  this  school  secured  a  new  board  of  instructors, 
Arthur  W.  Stetson,  A.  B.,  being  acting  principal,  and  Miss 
Edna,  A.  Denham,  assistant.  The  winter  term  just  closed 
was  under  the  same  instructors  as  during  the  fall  term. 
During  the  fall  term  the  number  attending  from  China  was 
sixteen  of  which  all  took  the  English  Scientific  course. 
During  the  winter  term  fourteen  scholars  attended  from  the 
town  of  China  of  which  number  one  took  the  College 
Preparatory  course  and  the  rest  the  English  Scientific. 
This  school  has  fully  sustained,  vve  think,  its  previous 
rejmtation. 

In  the  Village  Fr-  e  High  school  only  two  terms,  as 
usual,  have  been  held,  a  winter  term  commencing  Nov.  25 
and  closing  Jan.  31,  1908,  and  a  spring  term  commencing 
Fel>.  11.  which  is  now  in  session.  Both  terms  of  this  school 
have  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Emma  H.  Nelson  of 
Palermo.  Miss  Nelson  is  a  successful  teacher  and  we  wish 
that  a  larger  number  could  have  availed  themselves  of  her 
instruction.  In  this  school  thiee  have  pursued  the  College 
Preparatory  and  nine  the  English  Scientific  courses. 

During  the  p-st  year  only  nine  scholars  have  been 
examined  for  admission  to  these  free  high  schools,  of  which 
number  only  one  successfully  passed  the  examination,  three 
being  excluded  and  the  balance  conditioned.    In  closing  my 
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high  school  report  I  will  again  quote  from  ray  last  year's 
report  that  if  our  free  high  schools  are  to  be  continued  we 
cannot  impress  too  strongly  upon  the  minds  of  parents  as 
well  as  pupils  the  necessity  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
common  school  branches  before  the  admission  to  the  high 
school;  for,  unless  pupils  have  a  thorough  and  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  fundamental  and  primary  branches  as 
taught  in  our  common  schools,  they  cannot  successfully  enter 
upon  a  high  scnool  course,  and  their  educational  super- 
structure is  founded  upon  the  sand.

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The  Superintending  School  Committee  at  their  annual 
meeting,  March  16,  1907,  voted  that  the  school  year  be 
divided  into  three  terms;  the  Spring  terms  commencing 
April  22,  and  continuing  ten  weeks;  the  fall  terms  com- 
mencing Sept.  2  and  continuing  ten  weeks,  and  the  winter 
terms  commencing  Dec- 2,  and  continuing  according  to  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  school  money  left  after  the  close 
of  the  fall  terms  but  that  this  vote  should  not  apply  to  the 
village  schools.  In  running  the  schools  during  the  year, 
your  Superintendent  has  followed  this  vote  of  the  Committee 
as  strictly  as  possible.  It  was  found  impossible  to  com- 
mence the  village  schools  until  May  ft,  as  the  scrool  build- 
ing was  occupied  with  the  High  school  at  the  time  set  for 
the  town  schools  to  begin,  and  therefore  the  Spring  terms 
of  the  village  schools  were  but  nine  weeks,  which  loss  of 
one  week  during  the  Spring  terms  to  these  schools  was 
made  up  during  the  winter  term.  Upon  figuring  up  after 
the  close  of  the  fall  terms,  it  was  found  that  we  had 
sufficient  school  money  left  to  run  the  winter  terms  eight 
weeks,  thus  making  the  school  year  to  consist  of  twenty- 
eight  weeks. 

By  reason  of  sickness  we  were  obliged  to  close  the 
winter  term  of  the  Deer  Hill  school  a  t^w  days  before  the 
time  set  for  the  school  to  close.  By  an  inspection  of  the 
school  register  it  will  be  seen  that  the  school  in  the  Hanson 
district  has  again  failed  to  maintain  an  average  attendance 
of  eight  pupils  during  the  past  school  year,  and  is,  therefore, 
closed  by  law;  but,  as  the  Superintending  School  Committee 
has  recommended  its  continuance  for  another  year,  we  thmk 
it  would  be  advisable  under  the  circumstances  to  continue 
the  school.  The  Committee  at  a  meeting  held  Aug.  24th, 
voted  that  the  High  school  money  for  the  present  year  be 
equally  divided  and  expe  ided  in  the  Erskine  and  China 
village  schools.  After  consultation  with  our  School  Board 
and  the  State  Superintendent  of  schools,  it  was  found  that 
in  order  to  run  the  two  terms  of  High  school  at  the  village, 
as  they  were  entitled  to  by  law,  we  should  be  obliged  to  con- 
solidate the  primary  and  grammar  schools  into  one  grade 
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during  the  winter  term.  We  know  that  this  was  very  un- 
satisfactory and  a  great  injury  to  the  winter  term  of  the 
Village  school,  but  it  was  the  very  best  possible  thing  that 
we  could  do  under  the  cicrumstances. 

We  think  that  our  schools  on  the  whole  during  the 
past  year  have  been  far  above  the  average  of  previous  years. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  recommendations  of  previous  years, 
it  seems  to  me  that  our  State  laws  relating  to  schools  should 
be  thoroughly  revised  or  repealed,  and  new  school  statutes 
enacted.  The  longer  I  consider  the  subject  the  more  con- 
vinced I  become  that  our  present  school  laws  work  to  the 
disadvantage  and  injury  of  our  rural  schools;  and  I  am 
pleased  to  know  ,  that  our  new  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Mr.  Smith,  fully  realizes  that  something  must  be 
done  for  our  country  and  rural  schools.  I  think  that  each 
town  should  make  a  special  appropriation  for  transportation 
of  pupils  and  not  allow  it  to  be  taken  from  the  common 
school  funds  as  is  now  done. 

Our  transportation  bills  are  something  enormous  and 
rob  children  of  their  schooling,  which  is  not  done  in  the 
larger  towns  and  cities  of  our  State.  In  our  own  town,  it 
takes  nearly  one-third  of  our  entire  school  money  to  trans- 
port our  scholars  to  their  schools,  and  this  makes  every 
school  in  our  town  one-third  shorter  than  they  would  be 
were  our  transportation  bills  not  allowed  to  be  taken  from 
our  school  funds. 

Citizens,  consider  this  matter  and  instruit  our  repre- 
sentatives to  the  legislature  to  look  after  the  welfare  and 
interest  of  our  rural  schools.  Again  I  thank  you  for  the 
many  kindnesses  shown  to  me  as  a  school  officer  of  the 
town.

Report  of  School  Committee 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  24,  1908. 

The  amount  of  school  money  received  and  expended 
will  be  found  in  the  Superintendent's  report. 

We  have  had  twenty-eight  weeks  of  school  during  the 
entire  school  year.  We  have  made  repairs  on  the  school- 
house  at  China  village,  also  at  the  Branch  Mills.  There 
are  some  of  our  school,  buildings  that  will  need  painting  the 
ensuing  year.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

The  town  high  school  appropriation,  together  with  the 
aid  received  from  the  State,  has  been  divided  equally  be- 
tween the  High  school  at  the  village  and  Erskine  Academy. 
The  China  Village  school  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Emma 
H.  Nelson  who  has  clone  conscientious  work  with  the  few 
under  her  instruction.  The  small  number  of  pupils  however 
has  necessarily  made  the  classes  small  and  has  lessened  the 
interest.  The  question  as  to  whether  this  school  should  be 
continued  has  been  very  much  discussed,  and  should  be 
considered  by  the  town  at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  law  leaves  three  courses  open  to  the  town,  in  the 
disposal  of  its  high  school  funds. 

The  first  is  simply  the  voting  of  money  to  be  used  in 
paying  high  school  tuitions,  in  which  case  the  town  must 
pay  the  tuition  up  to  thirty  dollars,  a  year,  of  any  child 
attending  a  school  of  standard  grade. 

The  second  is  to  establish  one  or  two  free  high  schools 
of  its  own,  one  of  which  must  be  of  standard  grade,  if  the 
town  wishes  to  be  exempt  from  having  to  pay  tuition  of 
children  not  attending  either  of  the  lown  high  schools. ' 

The  third  is  to  instruct  its  school  committee  to  contract 
with  some  academy  in  the  town  for  the  education  of  its 
high  school  scholars. 

In  either  of  the  two  last  cases,  a  specific  vote  of  the 
town  is  required  to  make  it  legal.  Under  the  last  case 
additional  money  may  be  voted  for  maintaining  a  second 
high  school  if  desired,  and  ic  need  not  be  of  standard  grade. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  whole  matter  should  be  seriously 
considered  from  all  sides  before  a  vote  is  taken. 

The  criticism  has  been  made  by  many  people  that  the 
standard  of  our  high  schools  is  not  high  enough,  and  I  be- 
lieve the  criticism  is  a  just  one.    It  is  not  right  however,  to 
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place  the  blame  upon  the  schools  themselves.  One  great 
reason  for  this  condition  is  that  many  enter  the  high  school 
without  enough  preparation,  and  find  it  necessary  to  do  a 
great  deal  of  review  work  before  they  are  able  to  take  the 
regular  high  school  studies.  It  is  a  sad  mistake  to  handicap 
a  child  at  the  beginning  of  his  high  school  course  by  making 
him  undertake  work  for  which  he  is  not  prepared,  as  it 
serves  only  to  discourage  him  and  make  very  hard  what 
ought  to  be  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  part  of  his 
school  life.  I  believe  that  the  intended  grading  of  the  com- 
mon schools  will  in  a  large  measure  overcome  this  difficulty 
although  more  than  one  or  even  two  years  will  be  required 
to  accomplish  the  result. 

COMMON  SCHOOL  REPORT 
During  the  past  yeai ,  China,  like  many  other  towns  in 
the  state  has  had  its  first  experience  with  distiict  supervision 
of  its  common  schools.  Those  who  have  looked  for  radical 
changes  to  be  made  at  once  in  our  school  system  have  doubt- 
less been  disapointed^  but  it  has  been  deemed  best  not  to  at- 
tempt to  revolutionize  nor  to  disturb  too  much  the  workings 
of  the  schools  along  the  lines  previously  followed.  After 
talking  with  many  different  superintendents  1  feel  sure  that 
our  schools  are  far  in  advance  of  a  very  large  number  in 
different  parts  of  the  state.  This  must  in  a  great  measure 
be  dut  to  the  efficient  work  of  your  former  local  superinten- 
dent, Dr.  Nelson,  to  whom  I  am  personally  indebted  for 
much  valuable  assistance  during  the  year. 

That  certain  well  defined  changes  have  been  begun  may 
be  seen  from  the  general  policy  of  the  school  management 
which  has  been: 

1st.    To  secure  the  best  teachers  that  our  means  could

afford,  in  certain  cases  the  wages  paid  being  in  excess  of  th© 
customary  amount. 

2nd.  To  make  a  complete  record  of  the  text  books  in? 
use  in  the  different  schooL  as  well  as  those  which  are  om 
hand  but  not  in  use. 

3rd.  To  gain  as  intimate  a  knowledge  as  possible  of 
the  work  actually  being  done  and  of  the  methods  employed^ 
to  which  end  every  school  has  been  visited  at  least  three 
times  each  term  and  oftentimes  more  than  that. 

4th.  To  make  a  provisional  classification  of  the  child- 
ren into  grades,  leading  up  to  the  regular  grading  of  the 
schools  which  I  feel  should  be  done  another  year.  In  regard 
to  the  last  item  I  think  the  result  would  be  best  accom- 
plished by  the  adoption  of  a  course  of  study  suitable  to  the 
needs  of  the  sehools  whereby  the  total  work  to  be  taken  up 
would  be  divided  into  years  and  arranged  in  logical  order  so 
that  no  one  study  should  be  neglected. 

With  few  exceptions  the  schools  have  run  smoothly  and 
good  progress  has  been  made.  The  winter  term  in 
several  cases  was  considerably  broken  up  by  sickness  but 
probably  no  more  than  was  to  be  expected  in  that  season* 
It  was  necessary  to  consolidate  the  two  schools  at  the  village 
into  one  as  was  done  last  year.

Throughout  the  year  our  teachers  have  shown  them- 
selves ready  and  willing  to  do  everything  possible  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  schools  and  have  heartily  co-operated 
with  the  school  officials  in  the  attempt  to  make  the  schools 
maintain  a  good  standard.  Although  widely  separated  from 
each  other  they  have  intended  the  teachers'  meetings  almost 
in  a  body. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  cannot  take  some  special 
training  before  entering  the  schoolroom  as  teachers  and  I 
believe  that  in  the  near  future  our  state  laws  will  make 
greater  requirements  in  regard  to  the  training  of  the  teach, 
ing  force  than  at  present.  The  fact  that  several  who  have 
taught  in  this  town  during  the  year  are  now  attending 
Normal  School  shows  that  they  realize  more  than  ever  the 
importance  of  special  preparation  for  the  work.  I  hope 
that  next  year  provision  may  be  made  so  that  our  teachers 
may  have  several  days  together  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
instruction  in  the  best  methods  by  which  to  bring  about  the 
best  results. 

The  school  in  the  Hanson  district  has  failed  to  main- 
tain the  legal  average  attendance  of  eight  scholars  for  the 
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year  but  it  seems  necessary  that  the  school  be  kept  in 
operation  on  account  of  the  long  distance  over  which  the 
children  would  have  to  be  transported  to  another  school. 

While  the  average  attendance  in  all  of  the  schools  has 
been  fairly  satisfactory,  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  on 
the  fact  that  the  loss  of  a  single  day  unless  absolutely 
necessary"  is  a  thing  which  should  be  considered  of  especial 
importance.  The  shortness  of  our  school  year  makes  it 
imperative  that  each  day  be  made  to  count  for  as  much  as 
possible.  Your  superintendent's  special  recommendations 
for  the  coming  year  are: 

1st.  That  a  uniform  course  of  study  for  all  the  schools 
be  adopted  containing  if  possible  a  detailed  outline  of  the 
work  to  be  done  each  year. 

2nd.  That  the  children  be  encouraged  in  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  School  Improvement  League,  wlose  field  of 
operation  has  already  been  considerably  extended  in  the 
town. 

3rd.  That  some  additional  text  books  in  reading  for 
the  younger  children  be  provided.  If  at  least  a  part  of  the 
schools  could  be  furnished  with  maps  and  charts  it  would 
effect  a  saving  in  our  text  book  expenditure  for  years  to 
come. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  people  of  the  town  will 
make  it  a  point  to  visit  the  schools  and  see  for  themselves 
the  kind  of  work  that  is  being  done,  and  that  they  will  offer 
suggestions  for  improvement  to  someone  who  can  act  upon 
them. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  which 
has  beer,  extended  me  throughout  the  year  as  a  school 
official  of  this  town.

Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  China: 

We  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
February  18,  1909. 

According  to  vote  of  town  taken  at  its  last  annual 
meeting  to  unite  with  the  town  of  Va^salboro  for.  a  union 
superintendent  of  schools,  the  school  committee  of  China 
met  with  the  school  board  of  Vassalboro  and  elected  Mr. 
Glenn  W.  Starkey  superintendent,  under  whose  supervision 
our  schools  have  been  for  the  past  year.  / 
Mr.  Starkey  has  labored  well  for  the  upbuilding  of 
our  schools. 

The  amount  of  money  received  and  expended  will  be 
found  in  the  superintendent's  report. 

The  schoolhouse  at  China  village  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  inside  and  out  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  school  at  South  China  ranks  as  one  of  our  very 
argest  schools  as  the  school  register  will  sh^w.     This  is  the 
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only  school  in  town  where  the  old  fashioned  wooden  desks 
are  in  use.  The  schoolhouse  needs  shingling  and  inside 
repairs  are  necessary.  M  e  recommend  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  repairs  be  increased  to  meet  this  need. 

The  school  in  the  Hanson  District,  so  called,  has  failed 
to  maintain  the  average  attendance  as  required  by  law. 
We  recommend  the  continuance  of  same  another  year. 

The  committee  recommend, 

1st.  That  12000  be  raised  for  the  support  of  the 
common  schools  the  ensuing  year. 

2nd.  That  $225  b#  appropriated  for  repairs  on  school 
buildings. 

3rd.  That  $175  be  raised  for  text  books  and  $30  for 
supplies.

TWENTY-THJRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Health  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing report. 

The  Board  has  held  quarterly  meetings  in  May, 
August,  November  and  February  as  the  law  requires. 

Three  cases  of  nuisance  have  been  attended  to.  There 
has  been  during  the  year  three  deaths  by  tuberculosis  and 
the  rooms  disinfected.  The  physicians  have  reported  one 
case  of  typhoid  fever,  twelve  of  measles,  one  of  chicken  pox 
and  four  of  scarlet  fever.  Several  children  and  young 
people  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Plains  schoolhonse  are  sus- 
pected of  having  had  scarlet  fever,  although  in  so  mild  a 
form  that  medical  attendance  was  not  required.  Therefore 
the  Board  of  Health  failed  to  receive  a  positive  report  of 
these  cases.  However  the  schoolhonse  and  the  homes  are 
being  disinfected  with  foi  ni  aldehyde  and  potassium  per- 
manganate.

Report  of  School  Committee 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.  22,  1910. 

By  referring  to  the  Superintendent's  report  you  will 
learn  how  the  money  raised  for  the  support  of  schools  has 
been  expended  for  the  past  school  year.  We  feel  that  it 
has  been  judiciously  used  and  that  our  Superintendent's 
management  has  been  good. 

The  school  in  the  Hanson  District  has  failed  to  main- 
tain the  attendance  required  by  law.  However  we  consider 
it  fot  the  interest  of  the  district  to  continue  the  school  for 
the  coming  year. 

It  is  necessary  to  purchase  new  stoves  for  the  school- 
houses  at  South  China,  Lirigo,  and  China  Village.  The 
stoves  now  used  are  not  only  unsafe,  but  fuel  is  wasted. 
The  schoolhouse  at  South  China  has  been  partially  repaired. 
We  would  advise  some  further  repairs  to  be  made.  We 
deem  it  essential  to  have  the  walls  and  ceilings  calcimined 
in  every  schoolhouse  used  in  town  with  the  exception  of  the 
schoolhouse  at  China  Village,  not  only  for  cleanliness,  but 
from  a  sanitary  point. 

The  committee  recommend, 

1st.  That  the  sum  of  f 1,3  00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  common  schools  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

2nd.  That  the  sum  of  1250  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  repair  of  school  buildings, 

3rd.  That  the  sum  of  1175  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  text  books  and  $30  for  school 
supplies.

Report  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 


To    the    Superintending    School   Committee  ani> 
Citizens  of  China  : 

In  presenting  my  second  annual  report  of  the  condition 
and  progress  of  the  schools  of  this  town  I  feel  that  there  are 
many  indications  of  a  healthy  growth  during  the  year.  This 
growth  has  taken  the  form  of  what  may  perhaps  best  be 
termed  "greater  efficiency."  Almost  the  entire  effort  within 
the  schoolroom  itself  has  been  directed  towaid  increasing 
the  value  of  each  hour  of  time  by  means  of  every  method 
available  and  applicable  to  our  school  conditions.  In  a 
certain  measure  the  efficacy  of  these  efforts  has  been  dimin- 
ished by  the  ever  present  necessity  of  frequent  change  of 
teachers,  no  less  than  twenty-one  different  ones  having  been 
employed  during  the  three  terms,  and  yet  in  spite  of  this 
disturbing  element,  necessitating  the  loss  of  considerable 
time  in  the  making  of  an  acquaintance  between  the  pupils 
and  the  new  teacher,  there  has  been  a  remarkable  uniform- 
ity in  the  grade  of  work  done. 

In  order  to  make  all  the  schools  conform  to  certain 
well-defined  principles  of  logical  development,  a  course  of 
study  was  formally  adopted  during  the  summer  vacation  and 
has  been  put  into  use  for  the  past  two  terms.  This  work  of 
grading  is  one  that  cannot  profltabl}7  be  forced  and  in 
several  schools  the  progress  has  inevitably  been  slower  than 
in  others.    In  some  cases  however  the  pupils  and  the  course 
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fitted  together^sufficiently  well  to  warrant  calling  the  classes 
by  grade  numbers.  Another  year  should  make  it  possible 
to  do  this  in  every  school.  The  course  itself  furnishes  an 
outline  by  which  the  teacher  may  be  guided.  It  is  intended 
to  be  suooestive  rather  than  restrictive  and  if  followed  in 
the  pioper  spirit  will  do  much  to  insure  that  thoroughness 
which,  be  it  said  to  out1  shame  is  so  ofte.i  neglected  in  the 
work  of  common  schools  in  geneial,  and  also  in  the  work  of 
higher  institutions. 

The  school  year  has  been  lengthened  to  thirty  weeks 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  number  of  weeks  in  the  future 
may  not  be  reduced  below  that.  It  is  my  belief  that  too 
long  a  school  year  is  as  bad  as  too  short  a  one  in  a  country 
town  but  thirty  weeks  should  be  the  minimum  in  any  case. 
It  is  becoming  exceedingly  difficult  to  hire  competent  and 
experienced  teachers  for  less  than  a  ten  week  term  when  it 
is  necessary  to  go  out  of  town  for  them. 

During  the  year  the  recommendations  of  ray  last  report 
have  been  followed  out  in  regard  to  text  books.  A  partial 
set  of  the  Jones  readers  has  been  added  to  supplement  the 
ones  already  in  use  and  have  proven  very  satisfactory.  The 
remainder  of  the  set  should  be  placed  in  the  schools  the 
coming  year  in  order  that  all  scholars  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  greater  variety  of  material.  The  old  Mother  Tongue 
grammars  have  been  d.splaced  by  the  Modern  English  series 
which  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  A  partial  set  of  maps 
has  been  put  into  the  scLools  and  these  have  already  been  of 
great  service.  A  few  additions  of  this  kind  each  year  will 
soon  place  our  equipment  in  first  class  condition  and  cannot 
fail  to  awaken  the  enthusiasm  of  every  scholar.  It  is  as- 
essential  for  the  child  in  school  as  it  is  for  the  farmer  or  the 
carpenter  to  have  proper  tools  with  which  to  work. 

The  school  in  the  Hanson  district  has  failed  to  main- 
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tain  the  required  average  attendance  the  same  as  last  year 
and  conditions  for  transportation  remain  unchanged,  making 
it  seem  necessary  to  continue  the  school  another  year  even 
with  the  small  number  who  are  to  attend. 

In  regard  to  the  coming  year  I  can  only  say  that  the 
outlook  is  a  promising  one  so  far  as  the  opportunity  for 
good  work  in  the  schoolroom  is  concerned.  If  parents  will 
see  to  it  that  children  are  as  regular  in  attendance  as 
possible  there  is  no  reason  why  satisfactory  advancement 
cannot  be  made.  Our  course  of  study  provides  ample 
directions  for  thorough  review  and  regular  advance  work ; 
the  best  available  teachers  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  the 
schools  and  instructions  will  frequently  be  given  them  ;  text 
books  and  apparatus  will  be  added  so  far  as  funds  allow, 
and  pupils  who  attend  every  day  will  find  no  difficulty  in 
making  good  progress.  We  have  an  excellent  basis  for- 
more  than  the  average  grade  of  country  schools. 

The  one  thing  which  I  wish  to  recommend  and  urge 
upon  the  people  of  the  town  more  than  any  other  for  the 
coming  year  is  the  improvement  of  the  interior  of  our  school 
buildings.  The  exterior  of  every  school  building  with  one 
exception  is  in  very  good  condition.  Will  not  every  one  be 
ready  to  take  a  hand  in  the  campaign  to  make  the  interiors 
more  attractive  by  either  tinting  or  papering  the  walls  to 
make  a  background  for  the  further  decorations  that  the 
child '-en  in  each  school  are  ready  to  work  for.  This  has 
been  kept  in  mind  when  recommending  an  appropriation  for 
repairs  a  little  larger  than  last  year.  It  is  coming  to  be  a 
universally  recognized  fact  that  an  attractive  schoolroom  is 
a  great  factor  in  the  making  of  a  good  school 

The  changes  in  the  High  School  law  made  by  the  last 
legislature  have  made  it  impossible  to  continue  the  school  at 
China  Village  during  the  past  year  as  it  would  have  been

necessary  to  provide  for  a  year  of  at  least  thirty  weeks. 
The  lack  of  a  building  and  the  small  number  of  scholars  to 
attend  made  this  an  impracticable  course. 

Erskine  Academy  has  furnished  the  entire  high  school 
instruction  for  the  pupils  of  the  town  and  has  kept  its 
standard  up  to  that  of  former  years  and  in  addition  will 
provide  for  a  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  instead  of  thirty  as  in 
the  past.  Seven  pupils  passed  satisfactory  examinations  for 
entrance  and  showed  that  they  were  well  qualified  for 
regular  high  school  work,  receiving  certificates  to  that  effect.

We  believe  it  will  be  well  for  the  town  in  its  annual 
meeting  to  consider  if  some  different  management  in  relation 
to  the  Town  Farm  and  hearse  may  not  be  advisable. 

Very  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  mile  (3900  ft.)  of  State 
Road  has  been  built  and  completed  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town,  accepted  by  the  State  authorities  and  State  aid  received 
for  the  same.

The  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  family 
of  Henry  Perkins  at  Weeks  Mills.  This  home  was  under 
quarantine  for  forty  days.

Report  of  School  Committee, 


TO  THE  CrTIZENS  OF  THE  To\V\V  OF  CHINA  :  - 

We  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
September  22,  1911. 

The  amount  of  money  received  and  expended  will  be 
found  in  the  Superintendent's  report.  The  schoolhouse  at 
Weeks  MiJs  has  been  repaired  the  past  \ear;  also  repairs 
have  been  made  on  a  number  of  our  other  school  buildings. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  there  be  a  school  in 
the  Clark  District  so  called,  and  that  a  sum  of  money  be 
raised  and  appropriated  to  establish  the  same. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the 
ensuing  year: 

1st.    That  $1200  be  raised  for  common  schools. 

2nd.  That  $175  be  raised  for  text  books  and  $30  for 
supplies. 

3rd.  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  repairs  on  school 
buildings.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and* 
Citizens  of  China  :- 
During  the  past  year  the  schools  of  this  town  have 
proceeded  with  their  work,  so  far  as  classes  and  lessons  are 
concerned  in  much  the  same  way  as  for  the  two  previous 
years,  except  that  I  believe  the  development  has  been  less 
spasmodic  on  account  of  the  better  arranged  plan  resulting 
from  the  adoption  and  use  of  the  definite  course  of  study 
an  1  the  closer  study  of  the  needs  of  the  individual  child. 
The  average  stand  aid  of  efficiency  has  at  least  betn  main- 
tained and  probably  somewhat  advanced,  although  lesults 
in  several  instances  have  been  entirely  unsatisfactory  to  me 
and  many  things  which  I  expected  to  accomplish  before  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  found  either  impossible  or  impractica- 
ble to  do.  Some  sciiools  have  been  better  and  some  poorer 
than  last  year.  The  number  of  teachers  employed  has  been 
fifteen  against  twenty-one  last  year.  This  means  that  pupils 
have  been  in  most  cases  a  longer  time  under  the  s^me  in- 
structor, which  of  itself  indicates  a  distinct  gain  provided 
the  instruction  has  been  otherwise  as  good  as  it  would  have 
been  if  a  change  had  been  made.  As  the  ability  of  any 
teacher  is  an  unknown  quantity  until  she  has  been  given  an 
opportunity  to  show  what  she  can  do,  it  is  of  course  impos- 
sible to  know  what  might  have  been  the  result  in  schools 
where  you  might  have  thought  a  change  desirable.  The 
fact  that  good  and  experienced  teachers  are  more  scarce  today 
than  ever  before  puts  large  numbers  of  towns  at  a  decided 
disadvantage  because  they  are  absolutely  unable  to  pay 
wages  in  competition  with  larger  towns  and  cities. 
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We  have  been  able  this  year  to  increase  the  number  of 
school  weeks  to  thirty.one  against  thirty  last  year  and 
twenty  .seven  the  year  before.  This  increase  should  mean 
that  the  work  could  be  done  much  more  thoroughly  than 
heretofore  rather  than  that  a  much  greater  amount  of 
ground  should  be  covered  and  I  believe  that  such  has  been 
the  result.  Here  it  may  not  be  out  of  order  for  me  to 
answer  a  question  which  is  probably  asked  me  more  than 
any  other:  that  is,  "Why  not  have  fewer  weeks  of  school 
and  use  our  money  in  paying  better  wages  to  more  ex- 
perienced and  better  trained  teachers?  The  answer  is 
simply  that  those  teachers  who  can  command  the  high 
wages  are  already  employed  in  towns  which  give  them  this 
higher  rate  for  a  year  of  thirty-three  to  thirty-six  weeks. 

The  oi:ly  change  in  text  books  for  the  year  has  been  to 
substitute  a  new  advanced  history  for  two  upper  grades  in 
all  the  schools.  In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  put  into 
use  a  few  new  supplementary  readers  in  all  the  classes 
where  such  seemed  necessary.  In  the  larger  scheols  some 
additional  kindergarten  material  for  the  youngest  children 
has  been  supplied  and  has  proved  of  great  value  to  both 
teachers  and  children  in  carrying  on  their  work.  For  the 
coming  year  I  wish  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  primary 
arithmetics  which  I  consider  to  have  been  very  unsatis- 
factory. 

By  far  the  most  encouraging  thing  of  the  whole  year  to 
me  has  been  the  way  in  which  you  have  taken  hold  of  the 
work  to  improve  the  appearance  of  schoolrooms.  We  now 
liave  a  splendid  start  to  increased  attractiveness  in  seven  of 
the  ten  schoolrooms  and  in  another  year  we  need  not  be 
ashamed  to  have  visitors  from  outside  the  town  come  to  in- 
spect the  interior  conditions  in  a  single  one  of  our  rooms. 
After  the  walls  and  ceilings  were  tinted  during  the  summer 
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vacation  teachers  and  children  began  to  work  with  a  will  to 
provide  articles  of  furninishings  and  equipment.  The  more 
attractive  the  room  can  be  made  the  greater  influence  for 
good  will  the  surroundings  have  upon  the  child  and  the 
more  will  he  come  to  respect  what  is  best  in  the  whole  world 
about  him.  By  all  means  let  the  good  work  go  on  and  let 
parents  and  teachers  encour  ge  it  to  the  fullest  extent. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Hanson  School 
has  maintained  its  average  attendance  of  eight  but  the  school 
in  the  Dirigo  district  has  fallen  below  that  number  and  is 
therefore  closed  in  aceo) dance  with  the  law  for  the  coming 
year.  The  total  number  of  pupils  i registered  shows  a  slight 
decrease  for  the  whole  town,  but  this  can  be  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  last  year  in  the  fall  term  there  were  several 
pupils  in  attendance  from  Palermo  at  the  Branch  Mills 
school.  Disregarding  these  the  average  attendance  has 
been  somewhat  better. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  a  contract  was 
made  with  Erskine  Academy  for  the  education  of  all  High 
School  pupils  of  the  town.  The  number  availing  themselves 
of  this  privilege  has  been  smaller  than  last  year  which  is  to 
he  regretted  as  the  school  has  been  better  fitted  to  give  the 
grade  of  instruction  desired  than  when  the  number  to  be 
benefited  by  it  has  been  gi  eater. 

In  summarizing  the  work  of  the  year  I  would  say  that 
never  have  the  teachers  of  the  town  worked  harder  to  justify 
their  occupying  the  positions  which  they  do  and  never  have 
they  shown  greater  professional  interest  in  their  work  as  is 
shown  by  the  large  number  who  have  attended  County, 
State  and  District  meetings,  establishing  this  year  a  record 
unequalled  for  this  town,  and  others  who  did  not  attend 
were  deterred  from  so  doing  only  by  great  difficulties.
